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THE HONOR SYSTEM 

The Honor System is the mature and deeply 
cherished moral code of personal integrity at Mary 
Washington College. It belongs to the students; 
and, because students are responsible for deciding 
when a breach of honor has been committed, its 
enforcement is in their hands. 

Each student as a member of the student body 
at Mary Washington has the responsibility, not 
only for familiarizing herself with the provisions 
of the Honor Code upon which the student body 
has agreed, but also for developing within herself 
the highest and strongest personal honor code pos- 
sible. Each girl must realize that by accepting ad- 
mission to Mary Washington, she has acknowledged 
her commitment to the provisions of the Honor 
Code. When she signs the Honor Pledge Card she 
is committing herself to support the Honor System 
unquestioningly. She is stating that she understands 
it, and realizes that a plea of ignorance is never 
acceptable. 

A. The provisions of the Honor System are as 
follows: 

1. The Honor System requires, first, that a stu- 
dent govern her own conduct in an honorable way 
at all times. The infringements of the Honor Sys- 
tem are lying, stealing, cheating, or breaking one’s 
word of honor. A student must write out and sign 
her name to the following pledge on quizzes, exam- 
inations, and other important written work: I here- 
by declare upon my word of honor that I have 
neither given nor received help on this work. This 
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pledge means that the work which the student 
hands in to her professor is her own, which she 
herself has done in accordance with the require- 
ments of the course as presented by the professor. 

2. The Honor System requires, second, that a 
student refuse to tolerate dishonesty on the part 
of others. If a student has reason to believe that 
a violation of the Honor Code has been committed, 
she is obligated to investigate the matter, and if 
she finds evidence of guilt, shall accuse the sus- 
pected student to her face. The procedure for 
accusing and trying a student who is suspected of 
a dishonorable act will be found in Part C of this 
explanation. 

3. Whenever a violation of the Honor System is 
proved, the result will always be dishonorable dis- 
missal from the college. 

B. Explanation. The following additional ex- 
planation has been set up to help the student 
body recognize and understand clearly the individ- 
ual's obligation to the Honor System. 

1. Plagiarism, or copying word for word from 
a book for term papers or other written work with- 
out proper footnotes, acknowledgements, or quota- 
tion marks, is of course a violation of the Honor 
System. A student must understand thoroughly and 
follow closely the directions about term papers as 
given her by her professor. 

2. If there is ever any doubt in her mind about 
the conditions under which the professor desires 
the work to be done, it is her responsibility to find 
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out his requirements, for example, concerning lab- 
oratory drawings, language translations, parallel 
reading, etc. 

3. A student must report any missing articles to 
the Honor Committee Counselor in her dormitory. 
She will give the counselor a description of the 
article lost, the time and place last seen, and any 
other information which is needed for the files. 

4. It is also important that every student exer- 
cise the greatest care to keep herself free from 
the suspicion of a violation of the Honor Code. 
A student who places herself in suspicious circum- 
stances is endangering both herself and the Honor 
System. 

5. Though any student at any time should feel 
obligated to investigate and accuse anyone w r ho 
she feels has violated the Honor Code, the Honor 
Committee wishes to remind the student body that 
the basic principle governing the Honor System 
is that any person is assumed to be innocent until 
proved guilty. 

6. It is essential that the Honor System shall 
concern itself mainly w r ith academic matters and 
the word of honor of the individual student 
given to her professors, members of the college 
staff, and student officials. 

C. Procedural Features. The following section 
gives students information which they may need 
in making an investigation, and explains the 
procedure of the Honor Committee in conduct- 
ing a trial. 
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1. Investigation 

a. Any student, believing that a breach of the 
Honor System has been committeed shall, 
with the assistance of such students of the 
college as she may have reason to call upon, 
investigate the matter as secretly and speed- 
ily as possible. 

b. After a thorough investigation, if a student 
believes the suspected person guilty of a vio- 
lation of honor, she may accuse that person, 
with a request for an explanation of her con- 
duct. 

c. If the investigating student or students are 
satisfied that the suspected student is not 
guilty of dishonorable conduct, there shall 
be no further proceedings, and nothing con- 
nected with the case shall be made public. 

d. If, after hearing the explanation of the one 
under suspicion, or after she has refused to 
make an explanation, the investigators are 
still convinced of her guilt, they shall accuse 
her of the offense. 

e. The accused must then either leave the col- 
lege immediately, thus admitting her guilt, or 
ask the Honor Committee Chairman to have 
the Committee convene to try the case. 

f. When the accused desires a trial, the case 
shall be tried as soon thereafter as is con- 
veniently possible, primary consideration be- 
ing given to the wishes and the welfare of 
the accused. 
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g. The accuser must notify the Honor Com- 
mittee Chairman of the name of the ac- 
cused, and the nature of the offense. 

h. A student may not drop a charge upon the 
agreement of the accused to depart from 
college. In case the accused leaves the col- 
lege without a trial by the Honor Committee, 
the accuser shall give the suspected person 
an opportunity to return and face the charge. 
If she refuses to return, the accuser shall 
notify the chairman of the Honor Committee 
of the name of the offender and the nature 
of the offense. Following such a notification, 
the Honor Committee shall take action to 
record the facts in the same manner as if 
the case had been tried before them. The 
status of the accused under such circum- 
stances is the same as though she had been 
found guilty by the Honor Committee. 

i. Whenever the accused leaves the college, either 
before or after a trial, a member of the ad- 
ministration and the chairman of Honor 
Council shall notify her parents. She may be 
accompanied home by a member of the Honor 
Committee. 

2. Trial 

a. The responsibilities of the Honor Committee 
are delegated by the College to the students. 

b. The Honor Committee shall consist of the 
presidents of the four classes, elected by the 
classes, and a president who shall be elected 
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by the student body. At a trial, the house 
president of the dormitory in which the 
accused resides, or in case of an off-campus 
student, the off-campus representative to Stu- 
dent Government Association shall constitute 
the sixth member of the committee. Until 
the Freshman Class president is elected, the 
vice-president of the Senior Class shall serve 
in her place. In case of absence of any mem- 
ber of this committee, the next highest rank- 
ing officer in the class shall act in her place, 
the officers ranking in the following order- 
president, vice-president, secretary, treasurer, 
and historian. 

c. During the trial, the president of the Honor 
Council shall act as chairman. The minutes of 
the trial shall be kept by an employed sten- 
ographer. These minutes shall be in the cus- 
tody of the Honor Committee, and it shall 
be their duty to see that they are properly 
stored for safe keeping from year to year. 

The minutes of the trial shall be open to 
inspection by any person who may satisfy the 
Honor Committee of his legitimate interest 
in the case. No notes or memoranda shall 
be permitted to be made from the minutes. 
During any inspection of these minutes, there 
shall always be present at least two members 
of the Honor Committee. 

d. On conviction of the accused, the chairman 
shall report the name of the convicted student 
and the nature of the offense of which she 
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was found guilty to the Dean of Students 
who shall notify her parents and the college 
officials. In case the accused is declared in- 
nocent, the minutes of the trial shall be 
immediately destroyed. 

e. It shall be within the discretion of the 
Honor Committee to give such publicity of 
the facts of a case resulting in a finding of 
guilt as shall be considered advisable. 

f. The accused may be accompanied by one or 
more students to the trial. She may ask anyone 
whom she desires to speak in her behalf. 

g. If, after thorough trial, four of the five 
persons who compose the Honor Committee 
are convinced of the guilt of the accused and 
shall so cast their vote in a secret ballot, the 
accused must leave the college immediately. 

h. From the decision of the Honor Committee 
there shall be no appeal. 

i. A case resulting in a verdict of guilty may 
be reopened only upon the offering of new 
evidence bearing directly on the question of 
guilt. Any person seeking to reopen a case 
shall appear before the Honor Committee 
and state the nature of the evidence. The 
committee shall then consider whether the 
evidence is sufficiently relevant to warrant a 
retrial. If a case is reopened, it shall be en- 
tirely retried. 
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HONOR CODE 


I, as a student and citizen of Mary Washington 
College, do hereby resolve to uphold the honor of 
the college by refraining from giving or receiving 
academic material in a manner not authorized by 
the instructor; from the illegal apropriation of 
the property of others; and from the deliberate 
falsification of facts. I shall do all in my power 
at all times to create a spirit of honesty and honor 
for its own sake both by upholding the Honor 
System myself and by helping others to do so.

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CONSTITUTION 
OF THE 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT ASSOCIATION 

ARTICLE I 

Name 

This association shall be called “The Student 
Government Association of Mary Washington Col- 
lege.” 

ARTICLE II 
Purpose 

The purpose of this organization shall be to pro- 
mote personal responsibility, loyalty, and a high 
sense of honor in the individual, and to represent 
and further the best interests of the student body 
and the college by inculcating the underlying prin- 
ciples of self-government and democracy. 

ARTICLE III 
Membership 

All students of Mary Washington College shall 
be members of this association. 

ARTICLE IV 
Meetings 

Section 1. Regular meetings shall be held once 
each month. At least twenty-four hours notice shall 
be given. 

Section 2. Special meetings shall be called by the 
president under the following conditions: 

A. At her own discretion. 
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B. Upon the request of five members of the 
Student Council. 

C. By twenty members of the student body 
when emergencies arise. 

D. By request of the Dean of the College 
or the Dean of Students. 

Section 3. All students are required to attend 
these meetings unless excused by the President of 
the Student Government Association. 

Section 4. Quorum: 

A. Two-thirds of the members of the As- 
sociation shall constitute a quorum. 

B. A majority of those present is required 
for the adoption of any legislation. A 
majority is one more than half of those 
present. 

ARTICLE V 
Legislative Department 

The legislative power shall be vested in the 
Association as a whole. 

ARTICLE VI 
Executive Department 
Section 1. Membership: 

A. President, senior. 

B. Vice-President, junior or senior. 

C. Secretary, junior or senior. 

D. Treasurer, junior or senior. 

E. House Presidents. 

F. Class Representatives. 
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G. Town Girls’ Representative. 

H. Small Dormitory Representative. 

I. Ex Officio: 

1. NSA Coordinator 

2. YWCA President 

3. RA President. 

4. Small Dormitory House President. 

5. Freshman Counselors. 

Section 2. Duties: 

A. Of the President: 

1. To call and preside over all meetings of 
the Association. 

2. To be responsible for the organization of 
the Freshman Class. 

3. To act as a coordinator with all other 
officers and stimulate them in their du- 
ties. 

4. To appoint all committees. 

5. To act as chairman of the nominating 
committee. 

6. To preside over Student Government 
elections. 

7. To be chairman of the Handbook Com- 
mittee. 

8. To serve on Joint Council. 

B. Of the Vice-President: 

1. To assume the duties of the President in 
her absence or at her request. 

2. To act as an advisory member of House 
Councils and organize small dormitories. 

3. To act as chairman of the reviewing 
committee for Benefits. 
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4. To be in charge of Loyalty Night. 

5. To serve on Joint Council. 

C. Of the Secretary: 

1. To keep a record of all the proceedings 
of the Association, Student Council and 
Joint Council. 

2. To write up cases for posting and the 
files. 

3. To take care of all correspondence and 
mimeographing. 

4. To make a copy of election returns. 
(President’s vote is kept one year on file.) 

5. During elections: 

a. To take nominations. 

b. To check grades. 

c. To see that names of all candidates 
are approved by Joint Council. 

6. To serve on Joint Council. 

D. Of the Treasurer: 

1. To handle efficiently the accounts of the 
Association. 

2. To collect all money due the Association 
and expend the same. This is subject to 
the approval of the Association and under 
the direction of the President. 

3. To serve on Joint Council. 

E. Of each House President: 

1. To be responsible for securing a spirit 
of cooperation in her dormitory. 

2. To cooperate with the Head Resident or 
person in charge, in maintaining order 
and discipline. 
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3. To appoint a Student Government mem- 
ber to serve in her absence. 

4. To call a regular meeting of the dormi- 
tory once a month. 

5. To plan social activities of the dormi- 
tory. 

6. To serve as chairman of House Council. 

7. To attend any Honor Council case in- 
volving a girl from her dormitory. 

F. Of each Class Representative: 

1. To represent the interests of her class on 
Student Council and be responsible for 
reporting to it any matters concerning it. 

2. To serve as a member of the reviewing 
committee for Benefits. 

3. To be responsible for the organization 
of serenades. 

4. To cooperate with the officers in carry- 
ing out the business of the association. 

G. Of the Town Girls’ Representative: 

1. To keep the day students notified of all 
Student Government proceedings. 

2. To vote on all matters except those con- 
cerning the dormitory life of resident 
students. 

H. Of the Ex Officio Members: 

1. Although these members have no voting 
power, they cooperate fully with the 
Student Council as coordinators of cam- 
pus activities. 

2. In the event that a student from a small 
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dormitory be brought before Student 
Council, her House President sits on Stu- 
dent Council as an ex officio member. 

I. Of the Small Dormitory Representative: 

1. She shall sit on Student Council as a 
voting member representing the small 
dormitories. 

2. She will be responsible for reporting to 
the small dormitories any matters con- 
cerning them. 

3. She will cooperate with the officers in 
carrying out the business of the asso- 
ciation. 

Section 3. Duties and powers of the executive 
department: 

A. The executive power shall be vested in a 
Student Council which will meet once a 
week. 

1. Special meetings may be called under 
the following conditions: 

a. At the President’s own discretion. 

b. Upon the written request of two mem- 
bers of the Council. 

c. Upon the request of ten members of 
the student body. 

2. Student Council shall hear, decide, and 
affix penalties for all cases of violation of 
Student Government rules and regula- 
tions and standards of conduct required 
by the college. 

3. The Student Council shall study the

needs of the Association and map out a 
program of work for the year. 

4. Student Council may refer outstanding 
cases of misconduct to the Joint Council 
for final decision. Any student may ap- 
peal by right from a decision of Student 
Council to the Joint Council. 

Section 4. Nominations: 

A. Nominations for the major offices shall be 
held the first week of January. 

B. A committee consisting of the executive 
members of the Student Council and the 
members of the Honor Council shall pre- 
pare the slate for the four major offices of 
the Student Government Association; the 
Fire Commander; and the Honor Council 
President. 

C. A committee consisting of the outgoing 
senior members of the YWCA cabinet shall 
prepare the slate for the five major offices 
of the YWCA. 

D. A committee appointed by the RA presi- 
dent and consisting of members of the RA 
Council shall prepare the slate for the four 
major offices of the RA. 

E. Additional nominations may be made: 

1. From the floor at a student body meet- 
ing. 

2. And by a written petition signed by 5 
per cent of the student body. 
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F. A minimum of three nominees must be 
submitted for the election of those officers 
that arc elected by the entire student body. 

G. The names of nominees must be approved 
by Joint Council and posted for one week 
before elections. 

H. Nominations for House Presidents are 
made by the present Freshman, Sophomore, 
and Junior Classes. 

I. Nominations for class and club officers are 
handled by those groups. 

Section 5. Elections: 

A. Qualifications of Officers: 

1. The Secretary of Student Government 
must be skilled in shorthand and typing. 

2. No student may succeed herself in the 
same office for two succeeding years ex- 
cept in the case of incoming Seniors. 

3. A “C” average based on all college work 
will be the required academic qualifica- 
tion of the following officers: 

a. Executive members of SGA, YWCA 
and RA 

b. Presidents of Honor Council and ICA 

c. Class officers and SGA Class Represen- 
tatives 

d. SGA Town Girls’ Representative 

e. Fire Commander 

f. House Presidents and Freshman 
Counselors 
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g. Editors-in-Chief of ihe Battlefield, Bul- 
let, and Epaulet 

h. May Queen, Maid of Honor, and May 
Court 

i. Formal Dance Chairman 

j. NS A Coordinator 

4. Ineligibility caused by conditioned grades can- 
not be removed by merely making up the 
grades, unless the conditioned grades were due 
to illness or enforced absence from the col- 
lege. 

B. General voting procedure. 

1. The entire student body shall elect the 
following: 

a. executive members of Student Gov- 
ernment Association, RA, and YWCA 

b. the President of Honor Council and 
Inter-Club 

c. the Fire Commander 

d. the May Queen and Maid of Honor 

e. Formal Dance Chairman 

2. Votes which are cast by secret ballot for 
major offices of the SGA, YWCA, RA, 
and ICA, shall be counted in the presence 
of Student Council members. This also 
includes class officers. May Court, and 
Formal Dance Chairman. 

3. Elections shall be on the basis of ma- 
jority vote. 

4. The count of the presidential vote must 
be kept on file for one year. 
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5. Two-thirds of the student body shall 
constitute a quorum for voting. 

6. All elections should be completed by 
April 1. 

C. Order of election. 

1. The president of Student Government 
Association and the president of Honor 
Council (to be elected between February 
1 and February 15). 

2. The presidents of YWCA, RA, and ICA, 

3. Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer of 
Student Government Association and Fire 
Commander. 

4. Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer, 
Freshman Commissioners of YWCA. 

5. Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer 
of RA. 

6. Class Elections. 

a. President shall have preference over 
all other elections. 

b. Class representatives for each of the 
four classes. The freshman representa- 
tive is to be elected immediately be- 
fore Christmas. 

7. There shall be a house president from 

the incoming Junior or Senior Class 
for each of the dormitories, 
a. Freshman dormitories elected by the 
present Freshman and Sophomore 
Classes. 
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b. Sophomore dormitories elected by the 
present Sophomore Class. 

c. Junior dormitories elected by the pres- 
ent Sophomore Class. 

d. Senior dormitories elected by the pres- 
ent Junior Class. 

8. Club presidents shall be elected within 
their groups. 

9. The Editors-in-Chief of the Battlefield, 
Bullet, Epaulet shall be elected within 
these respective orginaztions. 

D. Further Elections. 

1. May Queen— must meet the academic 
qualifications and come from the Senior 
Class. Nominations are open to the en- 
tire student body. 

2. Maid of Honor— must meet the same 
qualifications as the May Queen. 

3. May Court. 

a. each class elects six representatives. 

b. the Queen and her court shall elect 
the two flower girls and the two train 
bearers who may come from any class. 

4. Formal Dance Chairman. 

a. elected from the Junior Class in the 
spring preceding her Senior year. 

b. must have served at least one year on 
Formal Dance Committee. 

Section 6. Resignation or Removal from Office. 

A. The resignation of any officer may be re- 
quested by Joint Council or Student Coun- 
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cil, provided the said person has failed to 
perform efficiently the duties pertaining to 
her office, or because of misconduct. 

B. A vacancy' caused by resignation or removal 
from office shall be filled in the same man- 
ner as previously. 

C. In the extended absence of a House Presi- 
dent, a substitute shall be nominated by 
the Student Council and elected by the dor- 
mitory concerned. 

Section 7. Installation. 

Installation exercises shall be held as soon after 
elections as possible, at which time the newly 
elected Council members shall subscribe to the 
following oath: 

“I do hereby solemnly promise to support 
and maintain the Constitution of the Student 
Government Association of Mary Washington 
College and I pledge my best efforts to the 

efficient performance of the duties of 

of said association, to 

which office I have been elected.” 

ARTICLE VII 
Judicial Department 

Section 1. The judicial powers shall be vested in 
a Student Council and a Joint Council. 

Section 2. Duties and powers of the judicial 
department: 

A. To review the nomination slate for all 
officers of the association. 
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B. To hear and decide outstanding cases of 
misconduct and to affix such punishment 
as may be necessary. 

C. To hear appeals. 

D. To meet in the interest of the association. 

Section 3. Membership. 

A. The four executive officers of the Student 
Council. 

B. Three faculty members appointed by the 
Chancellor of the College, one of whom 
shall act as chairman of the Council. 

C. The Chancellor of the College shall be an 
ex officio member without a vote but with 
the power of veto. 

Section 4. Meetings. 

A. At the call of the chairman. 

B. At the request of any member. 

ARTICLE VIII 
Freshman Training 

Each year the period of two weeks from the day 
of arrival shall be regarded as a period of training 
and orientation for Freshmen and all other new 
students in the college. No elections requiring the 
vote of Freshmen shall be held until October 20. 

A Freshman Class sponsor is appointed by the 
administration for the purpose of assisting the 
Freshmen throughout the entire year. 

ARTICLE IX 
Rules and Regulations 

The rules and regulations for the government of 
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the students under the Constitution shall be formu- 
lated by the Student Council and approved by 
Joint Council. 

ARTICLE X 
Amendments 

Amendments may be made to this Constitution 
in the following manner: Any student may propose 
an amendment. Such proposal shall be made in 
writing and submitted to the Student Council. If 
acted upon favorably by Student Council, the pro- 
posed amendment shall then be posted for one 
week, after which it shall be referred to the stu- 
dent body. If two-thirds of the students, provided 
a quorum is present, vote in favor of the proposed 
amendment, said amendment shall then become a 
part of the Constitution. 

Amendment I. 

Section 1. Nominees 

Students nominated for President by the nomi- 
nating committees of Student Government, Honor 
Council, Y.W.C.A., Recreation Association, or the 
Inter-Club Association, if chosen by two or more 
of the above organizations, must select the one they 
prefer to run for. The nominee, if she fails to 
succeed in winning the desired office, may drop 
down and run for the other presidency or presi- 
dencies for which she was nominated, as long as 
she was nominated by the association’s committee. 
Section 2. Election 

The election schedule must be arranged so each 
association president will be elected on a different 
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day. Elections shall be in the following sequence: 
President of the Student Government Association, 
President of the Honor Council, President of the 
YWCA, President of the Recreation Association, 
and President of the Inter-Club Association. 
Amendment II. 

Section 1. Freshman Dormitory Personnel: 

A. One house presidents. 

B. Three freshman counselors each in Virginia 
and Willard dormitories. In the smaller dormi- 
tories the number will be in proportion to the 
number of freshmen in that dormitory as the Stu- 
dent Council sees necessary. 

Section 2. Duties: 

A. House President: 

1. Represents her dormitory as a voting mem- 
ber on both YWCA and Student Council. 

2. Perform all other duties as set fourth in 
Article VI., Section 2, E. 

B. Freshman Counselors: 

1. Perform counseling duties. 

2. Carry out dormitory regulations. 

3. Aid he house president in planning dormi- 
tory activities and vesper programs. 

4. Accompany any girl on her floor who is 
to appear before Student Council. 

5. Work with the Freshman Commission on 
the Annual Toy Show. 

6. At the end of her tenure of office submit 
to the head resident an evaluation or 
anecdotal report on each girl on her floor. 
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Section 3. Election: 

1. Freshman dormitory house presidents and 
counselors will be nominated by the in- 
coming junior class and a joint committee 
composed of the YWCA nominating com- 
mittee and the Student Council. 

2. They will be elected by the joint commit- 
tee composed of the YWCA nominating 
committee and the Student Council. 

Amendment III 

Section 1. NSA Coordinator, junior or senior 

Section 2. Duties: 

1. representing the United States National 
Student Association to the student body as 
an ex-officio member on Student Council 

2. referring all NSA information and publi- 
cations to the group concerned on campus 

3. evaluating NSA projects for campus im- 
plementation 

4. corresponding regularly with the regional 
and national offices of NSA to maintain 
liaison with these levels of the organi- 
zation 

5. keeping the student body adequately in- 
formed on NSA progress and activity 

6. representing Mary Washington at regional 
and national meetings 

Section 3. Election 

The NSA Coordinator will be nominated in 
the same manner as the four major officers 
of the Student Government Association, as 
set forth in Article VI, Section 4, B, and 
will be elected by the entire student body. 
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STUDENT GOVERNMENT 
REGULATIONS 


AUTOMOBILES 

1. Only Seniors may bring automobiles to college. 
Such cars must be registered immediately in the 
Office of the Dean of Students, with written 
permission from parents. 

2. Seniors may use their cars to go away for the day 
with permission from the Head Resident. 

3. Seniors may use their own cars locally until 
6:00 p.m. After 6:00 they must sign out for a 
specific destination. 

4 . In case of any accident in which a student is in- 
volved, major or minor, a report of the accident 
must be made immediately to the Office of the 
Dean of Students. 

5. Students are not to accept “pick-up rides.” 

BEACHES, PARKS AND PICNIC AREAS 

1. Students may visit beaches, parks, and picnic 
areas Friday, Saturday or Sunday. They are to 
leave said areas by 6:00 p.m. 

2. Students without dates are required to be in 
groups of three or more when going to the 
above mentioned areas. 

3. Freshmen are required to secure permission from 
their Head Resident when going to the above 
mentioned areas. 
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CHARLOTTESVILLE 

Students must comply with the following regula- 
tions when staying in Charlottesville: 

1. Spend the night in places approved by the Social 
Committee of the University of Virginia. 

2. Make room arrangements in the office of the 
Assistant Dean of Students, Ann Carter Lee, not 
later than noon on Thursday. These arrange- 
ments may not be changed by students or dates 
except w T ith permission of the Assistant Dean of 
Students at Mary Washington College or the 
Social Committee of the University of Virginia. 

Special arrangements, about which announce- 
ment will be made, may be necessary on es- 
tablished annual week ends. 

3. Upon arrival at Charlottesville must promptly 
notify their hostess, in person or by telephone. 

4. Be in one hour after the feature dance; other- 
wise by 2:00 a.m. 

5. On Sunday nights be in by 12:00 midnight. 

6. Remain in their approved homes until at least 
7:00 a.m. 

7. Comply with rules set up by the Social Commit- 
tee of the University at any time and under 
any circumstances. 

CONVOCATION, ASSEMBLY, AND STUDENT 

BODY MEETINGS 

All students shall be seated alphabetically and 

according to classes by the Student Government 

Association. Every student is required to be in 
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attendance at these exercises and in her assigned 
seat unless officially excused. These programs are 
compulsory. The number of convocations will ap- 
proximate four or five, all “formal” (Seniors wear- 
ing caps and gowns). The number of assemblies 
will approximate four. 

DANCES 

1. Dances shall end by midnight on Saturday in 
compliance with Virginia law. 

2. Any breakfast following a dance closes at 1:30 
a.m. 

3. Students not attending the breakfast must return 
immediately to their own dormitories. 

4. Only dance dates may remain in parlors after 
dances until the closing hour of 2:00 a.m. 

5. Following a dance, students from Betty Lewis 
have ten additional minutes to return to their 
dormitory; students from Cornell and Trench 
Hill have fifteen additional minutes. 

6. Students may leave the campus after dances 
only with their immediate families or guardians. 
Exceptions may be granted by the Head Resi- 
dent at the request of the parents. 

DATES 

1. Monday through Thursday students may date 
only in Fredericksburg and the 10-mile vicinity. 

2. Neighboring cities may be visited with dates 
only on Friday, Saturday, and Sunday. On 
Monday through Thursday special permission 
must be secured from the Head Resident. 
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3. ‘'Local’' men shall be interpreted as those living 
within a 30-mile radius of the college. This in- 
cludes Quantico, A. P. Hill, and Dahlgren. 

a) Underclassmen and Juniors may date local 
men only on Friday, Saturday, and Sunday. 

b) Seniors only may date local men any night. 

c) Local men may date students for Lyceum pro- 
grams. 

d) No Mary Washington student may date a 
local high school boy at any time. 

4. Students must not be in the company of un- 
approved escorts. 

5. “Pick-up” dates are not permitted. 

6. The Drive-in Theater is closed to Mary Wash- 
ington students with dates. 

7. Students are responsible for the conduct and 
dress of their dates. 

DINING HALLS 

Each student is responsible for promoting and 
maintaining a pleasant, orderly, and leisurely 
atmosphere in the dining hall. The require- 
ments listed below assist in promoting these 
standards: 

a) Prompt attendance at meals; no one is ad- 
mitted after the doors are closed. 

b) Alert and considerate attention on the part 
of the student hostess and the student wait- 
ress at each table. 

c) Each dining room is dismissed as a whole at 
dinner by the hostess in charge. 
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d) Dress in keeping with the formality of the 
occasion, as for example, hose at Sunday 
dinner, curls always combed out, etc. 

DORMITORY 

1. Quiet is to be observed in the dormitories and 
halls each evening beginning at 7:30 p.m. On 
Saturday evening consideration of others is the 
only restriction. 

2. Freshmen must have their lights out by 12:00 
midnight except Saturday. 

3. A student is to use a radio, phonograph, or 
television set in such a way as not to disturb 
others. 

4. Cooking and ironing are not allowed in the 
individual rooms. 

5. Food is to be kept in glass or metal containers. 

6. Students may entertain guests overnight in the 
dormitory only on Saturday. This includes mem- 
bers of families and alumnae. 

7. Men visitors are allowed in a student's room 
only with the express permission of the Head 
Resident. 

8. Any request for removing or dismantling furni- 
ture must be cleared through the Head Resident 
with the Director of Dormitories. 

DORMITORY HOURS 

1. Students must be in their dormitories by 11:00 
p.m. Sunday through Friday. 

2. Seniors will be allowed midnight permission 
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Friday nights and one o’clock permission on 
Saturday nights. 

3. Juniors will be allowed midnight permission on 
Friday nights and three Saturday one o’clocks 
each semester. 

4. When returning to campus after the official 
college holidays, students must be in their dormi- 
tories by 12:00 midnight. 

5. No student may leave her dormitory before 5:00 
a.m. 

6. If a student has a date calling before 9:00 a.m., 
she is responsible for meeting him. 

7. After closing hours no student is ever permitted 
to admit anyone to, or to leave a dormitory ex- 
cept with express permission from the Head 
Resident. 

DRESS 

1. Students are expected to maintain the approved 
standards of dress and appearance that apply in 
general, both on and off a college campus: 

a) The appropriate type of dress for the parti- 
cular occasion. 

b) Careful private grooming— Public appear- 
ance in pin curls, for instance, does not 
represent private grooming. 

2. It is the responsibility of each individual student 
to see that her male guests observe the same 
standards of dress that are required of her. 

3. On campus it is appropriate for students to wear 
Bermuda shorts, pedal pushers or slacks, with 
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the exception of the following times and places: 

a) to classes; in George Washington Hall, Sea- 
cobeck, Ann Carter Lee, the Library; all 
public functions. 

b) after 6 p.m. Saturday and all day Sunday. 

c) on dates after 6 p.m. 

4. Riding habits are acceptable only for riding 
classes and for going to and from riding classes. 
Habits are acceptable in one designated dining 
unit only when riding class hours make no al- 
lowance for changing before the meal, or when 
the prescribed habit is worn before a formal 
hunt. 

DRINKING 

1. Any student on returning to campus whose con- 
duct gives evidence of drinking will be subject 
to discipline by the Student Council. 

2. Drinking is prohibited on campus and within a 
30-mile radius. This regulation does not apply 
when a student is a guest on the Quantico Marine 
Base. 

FIRE DRILLS 

1. The Fire Commander elected by the student 
body shall supervise the fire drills held at regular 
intervals throughout the year. 

2. At the time of the fire drill, students are re- 
sponsible for the following: 

a) Wearing street shoes and full length coats. 

b) Taking a towel. 

c) Closing all windows. 
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d) Completely raising window shades. 

e) Closing transoms. 

f) Leaving on lights. 

g) Closing the door. 

h) Walking quietly to place designated by the 
Fire Commander. 

3. Except in case of fire, only the Fire Commander 
and her assistants shall sound the alarm. 

GUEST CARDS 

Dates must secure from the dormitory Head Resi- 
dent temporary' guest cards, or, in .certain cases, 
permanent ones, which are valid only until the end 
of the academic year in which they are issued. 

OUT-OF-TOWN TRIPS: 

A student is under the jurisdiction of the college at 
all times, and is held directly responsible to the 
college for her conduct on week end visits or en- 
route to and from the college. 

1. When an absence from the campus will include 
days on which the student has scheduled classes, 
the absence must be approved in advance in the 
following manner: 

a) From the Head Resident when class cuts are 
available. 

b) From the Infirmary when leaving for medi- 
cal reasons. 

c) From the Dean of the College if the aca- 
demic excuse is not covered by a medical 
excuse. 
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2. The first two weeks ends of the session are dosed 
for freshmen. Thereafter, a freshman may have 
4 week ends away from campus during her first 
semester. 

3. Seniors may leave for the day without permission 
if they return by 6 p.m. 

4. In neighboring cities students may spend the 
night in the following places only: 

a) Homes of friends or relatives 

b) In Washington: 

1. Meridian Hill Hotel 

2. The Roger Smith 

3. The Statler 

4. YWCA 

c) In Richmond: 

1. John Marshall Hotel 

2. Hotel Richmond 

d) In Quantico: 

1. Waller Hall 

2. Hostess House 

e) In Dahlgren: 

In approved private homes listed in the 

office of each Head Resident. 

5. When visiting in other cities students may stay 
in hotels or motels provided written permission 
has been obtained from parents and presented to 
the Head Resident. 

6. Students returning from trips must come directly 
to the college after entering the city limits of 
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Fredericksburg, unless they stop to eat or are 
accompanied by relatives. 

7. When changing a destination, or when unable 
to return to the campus at the expected time, a 
student must personally secure permission from 
the Head Resident of her dormitory, or through 
the Office of the Dean of Students. 

8. When not going directly to a specified destination 
from college, a student must indicate stops to be 
made before her destination is reached. 

QUANTICO 

1. Students may spend the night in the following 
places only: 

a) Homes of friends and relatives 

b) Waller Hall 

c) The Hostess House 

2. Only Seniors may date Quantico men Monday 
through Thursday. 

3. Students attending the annual Marine Ball must 
have their overnight accommodations cleared 
through the office of the Assistant Dean of Stu- 
dents in Ann Carter Lee. 

READING DAY 

1. Reading Day is closed for social and dating privi- 
leges, for leaving Fredericksburg, and for leaving 
campus after 6:00 p.m. 

2. A student may go only to her own home for 
Reading Day, and under the following conditions: 

a) If it is a week end sign-out 


b) If she has no examination on Friday and 
Saturday. 

3. All permissions involving Reading Day must be 
cleared through the Assistant Dean of Stu- 
dents in George Washington Hall. 

SERENADES 

1. The serenade chairman in each dormitory or 
class will 

a) Clear the date, with the office of the Dean 

of Students at least one full day in advance. 

b) Notify the Head Resident of the dormi- 

tory involved. 

2. Serenaders are to enter only the dormitory parlor, 
or remain outside. 

SIGNING OUT AND IN 

1. Each student must sign herself out and in at all 
times. The student must return by the closing 
hour of the day and date recorded on the Sign- 
Out Card. She must sign in immediately upon 
her return. 

2. When not going directly to a specified destination 
from college, a student must indicate stops to be 
made before her destination is reached. 

3. Sign-Out Cards are to be used: 

a) When leaving Fredericksburg for the day, 
overnight, week end, or college vacation. 

b) When dating off campus 

c) When dining in a Fredericksburg home, 
clearance having been made with the Head 
Resident. 
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d) When returning to campus after 6:00 p.m. 

e) When spending Saturday night in another 
dormitory 

f) When leaving campus after 6:00 p.m. 

g) When spending the night in the infirmary 

SMOKING 

Smokers are responsible for any damage to college 
property. Students may smoke on campus in the 
following places: 

1 . Dormitory rooms 

2. Day Students’ room in Chandler Hall 

3. Pennant Rooms and Terrace Room, Ann 
Carter Lee 

4. Parlors of dormitories — for students with 
dates only 

5. Room 8 in duPont Hall 

6. Recreation Rooms in the dormitories 

7. In Seacobeck on designated occasions. 

SPECIAL PERMISSION 

1. Special permission must be obtained from the 
Head Resident: 

a) to permit anyone to leave, or come in a 
dormitory after closing hours. 

b) to allow men visitors in a student’s room. 

c) to change destination after signing out. 

d) to return at a time other than the sign-out 
card indicates. 

e) to leave Fredericksburg for the day or over- 
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night at any time before the completion of 
the student’s final class of the week. 

f) for special use of cars (seniors only). 

g) for dining in a Fredericksburg home. 

2. Special permission must be obtained from the 
Assistant Dean of Students in Ann Carter Lee: 

a) for any sales on the campus by individuals 
or organizations, including commercial and 
service agencies such as Scouts and Red Cross 

b) for any student to hold an off-campus posi- 
tion or to represent an off-campus agency 

c) for dormitory parties. 

d) for use of the college bus or other college- 
owned vehicles. 

e) for off-campus late permissions (individuals 
or groups). 

3. Special permission must be obtained from the 
Assistant Dean of Students in George Washington 
Hall: 

a) for campus late permissions (individuals or 
groups) . 

b) for Reading Day (see above) . 

c) for serenades. 


SUNBATHING 

1. Sunbathing is permitted Monday through Satur- 
day only in the immediate area of the outdoor 
swimming pools, in the designated area behind 
duPont; and on Tri-Unit ramps (for residents 
only). 
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2. Sunbathing is permitted Sunday only for resi- 
dents of Tri-Unit. 

3. Dress required for sunbathing will be swim suits 
or sun suits or shorts with straps or strapless tops; 
no items of underclothing may be used as sun 
suits. Skirts, coats, or dresses will be worn when 
going to and from the sunbathing areas. 

TELEPHONES 

1. Phones may be used until the closing hour of the 
dormitories. 

2. The method of answering the telephones during 
evening hours is to be determined in each dormi- 
tory by the Head Resident and the House Coun- 
cil. 

TRIPS TO TOWN 

1. Any student may go to town during the day with- 
out signing out provided she returns to the 
campus by 6:00 p.m. 

2. Students leaving the campus after 6:00 p.m. must 
sign out in groups of three. 

3. Students may attend movies at any time except 
Saturday and Sunday nights. 

4. For safety reasons students are advised to cross 
Alternate U.S. 1 at Snowden Street rather than at 
College Avenue. 

5. No student may spend the night off campus in 
the Fredericksburg vicinity except with members 
of her immediate family.

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EXPLANATIONS 


CLASS ORGANIZATION 

1. Dues 

a) Must be paid by November 15 for sopho- 
mores and upperclassmen, and by December 
15 for freshmen. 

b) Failure to pay dues will result in the de- 
privation of the following privileges: 

1. Voting 

2. Holding office 

3. Participating in class functions 

4. Having pictures in the annual 

5. Receiving cap and gown 

2. Sponsor 

a) The class sponsor shall be elected by the 
class. 

b) Sophomores and upperclassmen may meet 
and organize prior to the election of the class 
sponsor. 

c) The class program for the year shall be 
undertaken only with the approval of the 
class sponsor. 

HOUSE COUNCIL OFFENSES 

1. Failure to attend house meetings. 

2. Coming in late — 1 to 30 minutes. 

3. Leaving the campus after 6:00 p.m. when not ac- 
companied by two other students. 

4. Failure to sign out and/or in. 
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5. Failure to secure permission from the Head 
Resident or the Office of the Dean of Students 
when changing destination, or when unable to 
return at the designated hour. 

6. Failure to secure permission from the Head Resi- 
dent to leave Fredericksburg or the 10-mile 
vicinity for the day. 

7. Use of telephone after dormitory closing hours. 

8. Failure to observe light restrictions. 

9. Excessive noise. 

Note: Each dormitory may establish rules for the 
welfare of its own group. 

PENALTIES FOR VIOLATIONS 

In cases involving serious infractions of rules, the 
Student Council or the Joint Council may withdraw 
certain privileges from students who have violated 
college regulations. Punishments range, according to 
the seriousness of the offense, from the withdrawal 
of the privileges concerned in minor rule infraction, 
to strict campusing or a modification thereof, to 
social probation, or to suspension for infractions of 
a more serious nature. In cases of a very serious in- 
fraction, expulsion from the college may be in 
order. 

1. Campused students are not permitted to leave 
the campus except to attend church services oh 
Sunday mornings. These students may engage in 
all recreational activities provided by the college, 
and may have dates on campus. 

2. A student who has been penalized with strict 
campus may be subject to the following: 
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a) May lose any office she may hold. 

b) May not have men callers. 

c) Must go to all meals. 

d) May not attend dances. 

e) Must attend all classes. 

f) Must spend the night only in her own 
dormitory. 

g) May not be absent for the campus. 

h) Will be recorded as suspended for the re- 
mainder of the session if she withdraws 
voluntarily from college. 

3. Social Probation 

During the period of social probation the viola- 
tion of any rule of Student Government will re- 
sult in expulsion. 

4. Suspension and Expulsion 

In immediate suspension and expulsion the stu- 
dent involved must leave campus immediately 
after the penalty has been imposed. 

5. Waiving of Penalties 

In each case penalties may be waived by the body 
imposing them. 

6. Exceptions 

Penalties regarding campus or strict campus do 
not pertain to holidays or between semesters. 

7. Notification of Parents 

Parents or guardians of students who are placed 
on strict campus or on probation or who are 
suspended or expelled will be notified jointly by 
the Office of the Dean of Students and the Presi- 
dent of the Student Government Association. 
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POINT SYSTEM 

(as revised 1955-56) 


I. PURPOSE OF THE POINT SYSTEM: 

To help students avoid an overload of extracur- 
ricular responsibilities for the following reasons: 

1. to prevent forced neglect of class work 

2. to discourage neglect of extracurricular 
duties 

3. to distribute offices among a greater num- 
ber of people 

The Inter-Club Council earnestly hopes that 
students will seriously consider the above 
reasons and use the greatest discretion in ac- 
cepting offices. The revision of the system is 
aimed at allowing more flexibility in the 
combination of offices possible for the benefit 
of the students in the hope that such liberty 
will not be abused. 

II. CLASSIFICATION 

Offices are classified as follows: 

Absolute; Major; Secondary; and Minor. 

III. DISTRIBUTION 

Individuals may hold: 

1 Absolute, or 

1 Major and 1 Secondary, or 

1 Major and 1 Minor, or 

2 Secondary, or 

1 Secondary and 2 Minor, or 

3 Minor 
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This distribution is the maximum load per- 
missible per person. In many cases, consider- 
ing the nature of the offices, a student would 
be unwise to accept the load permitted in the 
above distribution. No person may hold more 
than one office in a particular organization.

V. The names of all officers of an organization must 
be reported as soon as they are elected to the Inter- 
Club Council. All changes in office during the year 
must also be reported. 

VI. Deliberate violation of the point system will be 
dealt with by the Inter-Club Council. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE POLICIES 


CALENDAR 

All campus activities and meetings must first be 
cleared and scheduled on the central calendar 
(maintained by the Office of the Dean of Students) 
in the following manner: 

1. Clubs and organizations represented on Inter- 
Club Council schedule the time of meeting 
through that organization. Inter-Club then in- 
forms the Dean of Students. 

Note— Facilities (place and equipment) must 
be requested through the Assistant Dean of 
Students in Ann Carter Lee at least five ( 5 ) 
days in advance. 

2. Date clearance for all other activities and meet- 
ings must be secured through the Office of 
the Dean of Students in George Washington 
Hall. 

Note— Facilities (place and equipment) must be 
requested through the Assistant Dean of Stu- 
dents in Ann Carter Lee at least five (5) days 
in advance. 

DORMITORY PARTIES 

Dormitory parties are to be cleared with the 
Assistant Dean of Students in Ann Carter Lee. 
Two parties each semester are considered the maxi- 
mum number any one dormitory should plan. 

GRADUATION 

Students other than graduating seniors are re- 
quired to check out of their residence halls within 
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twenty-four hours after their last examination, un- 
less they have definitely assigned campus respon- 
sibilities. The day of the graduating exercises, resi- 
dence halls close at 3 p.m. 

ILLNESS AND THE INFIRMARY 

1. If a student is too ill to attend classes when 
she is on campus, she must be in the infirmary at 
the time of a specific class in order to be excused 
from it. 

2. A student must not leave the infirmary with- 
out the permission of the nurse or doctor. 

3. A student may call a local doctor of her choice 
after notifying the infirmary. The lee is then paid 
by the student. 

LAUNDRY 

1. The identifying mark, assigned by the laundry 
to each student after arrival, must appear on each 
piece in indelible ink. The tag, provided by the 
laundry, must be sewed securely on the laundry 
bag. 

2. Laundry will, in general, be collected and 
delivered to all dormitories. 

3. Claims for lost laundry must be reported to 
the laundry immediately, and laundry slips pre- 
sented. 

4 . When a student receives laundry other than 
her own, she is to turn it over immediately to 
her Head Resident. 

MARRIAGE 

A resident student must inform the Dean of 
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Students in advance if she plans to be married, and 
must secure permission to remain in the residence 
hall. Each case is judged on its individual merits. 

MEDICAL EXCUSES 

In order to leave campus for a prearranged 
medical appointment at home, a student must 
obtain a statement about the appointment from 
the doctor or dentist in advance, and submit it 
to the infirmary. 

MONEY AND VALUABLES 

Money may be kept in the student bank in the 
Bursar’s Office. Valuable jewelry and clothing such 
as furs should be left at home. The college is not 
responsible for such items left in dormitory 
rooms or closets. 

OPENING AND CLOSING OF DORMITORIES 

1. In the fall, unless they have assigned campus 
duties, returning students may not come to the 
campus until Tuesday after the Sunday on which 
new students arrive. 

2. Dormitories are closed at 3 p.m. the last day 
classes are scheduled before a holiday. 

3. Dormitories reopen after a holiday at 9 a.m. on 
the day before classes are resumed. 

4. Provision is made for students to remain in 
dormitories during all the scheduled holidays 
except the Christmas vacation. 

5. Students returning to the campus on the last 
day of a scheduled holiday are required to be 
in the dormitories by 12 midnight. 
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PERMISSION BLANKS 

Permission blanks filled out by parents must be 
on file for each student. Limitations on the in- 
dividual student’s activities are governed both by 
college policies and parental permissions. 

ROOM ASSIGNMENTS 

1. The re-application fee for sophomores and 
upperclassmen must be paid by the date designated 
by the college. 

2. Only those sophomores and upperclassmen 
who have paid by the designated date will be 
allowed to participate in the first room drawing. 
Those who pay late may select any room that 
is left. 

3. Numbers may not be traded. 

4. Suites may not be reserved unless suitemates 
have already been selected. 

5. Students may not sign up anyone as a room- 
mate or suitmate who has not paid her re-appli- 
cation fee by the designated date. 

6. Any vacancy left in a room may be filled at 
the discretion of the Office of the Dean of Students. 

7. Freshman rooms are assigned by the Office of 
the Dean of Students in the order in which the 
freshmen have made the advance payment. 

8. The maximum room capacity is the decision 
of the Office of the Dean of Students. 

SALES IN THE DORMITORIES 

Any sales solicitation by student representatives 
or commercial organization must be approved by 
the Assistant Dean of Students in Ann Carter Lee. 
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STUDENT JOBS OFF CAMPUS 

Students who represent commercial firms or 
agencies for remuneration must obtain clearance 
from the Assistant Dean of Students in Ann Carter 
Lee. 

STUDENT RESPONSIBILITY FOR ROOMS 

1. Rooms are to be kept neat and clean at all 
times by their student occupants. Head Residents 
will inspect inspect student rooms each week. 

2. All wall adornments must be hung from the 
moulding. No nails, tacks, glue, or tape may be 
used on the walls. 

3. Cooking and ironing are not allowed in the 
students’ rooms. 

4. Trunks are not permitted in rooms. They 
must be packed and unpacked in storage rooms. 

5. No pets are allowed in dormitories. 

SUMMER STORAGE 

Trunks, footlockers, suitcases, and bicycles may 
be left in college storage rooms over the summer 
by students who will return to college in the fall 
or summer school. No loose items, such as mops, 
brooms, wastebaskets, bulletin boards, garment 
bags, drying racks, chests, tables, chairs, crates, 
lamps, or boxes may be left at the college. In 
other words, nothing is to be left in storage unless 
it can be put into trunks, footlockers, or suitcases. 

WITHDRAWALS 

Students contemplating withdrawal from college 
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during the session must see the Dean of Students 
personally well in advance of departure. 

The College reserves the right to request any 
student whose conduct or general attitude is con- 
sidered unsatisfactory and not in keeping with the 
standards and traditions of the College to with- 
draw, even though no specified charge is made 
against her.
